This invention relates to floor-p^kshing 
35. or -cleaning devices comprising a shaft or 
handle carrying a member serving as a 
support or base for a piece of textile or 
other material to which for instance a 
polish or cleanser is applied or which may 
40 be used as a polishing or drying cloth as 
the case may be. . 

The device of the invention is of tne 
kind comprising, as has previously been 
proposed, a piece of textile material in a 
45 continuous strip wrapped around a base 
or support therefor in a number of layers 
adapted to be removed successively ui 
order to expose a new or clean layer when 
required and according to the principal 
50 feature of the invention this base or sup- 
port is freely pivotally mounted on the 
shaft or handle of the device m such a 
manner that the base or support is com- 
pletely reversible in use thus permitting 
55 substantially the whole of each layer of 
the textile material to be completely used 
before removal. The superposed layers 
of the material may be secured to the base 
and to one another at the front and rear 
60 sides of the base, the layers being 
arranged to be exposed for use succes- 
sively by cutting the material adjacent 
the said sides. If desired these super- 
posed layers may be secured to one 
65 another and to the support at the front or 
the rear side only so that bv cutting the 
outer layer closely adjacent this side a new 
or clean layer is exposed for use both at
